Freight Cars Pile 
Up, Tracks Clogged

The worst train wreck in 
Mount Prospect’s history 
early Wednesday morning 
piled 24 freight cars from 
Main to School sts. along 
the Chicago and North 
Western tracks and thor­ 
oughly pulverized subur­ 
ban commuter traffic. 
No one was injured in 
the smash-up, which was 
caused by a hot bearing 
box on the truck of a corn­ 
laden center car in the 84- 
car train. 
Railroad gangs were working 
feverishly Wednesday morning 
to clear the two northern tracks 
on the heavily-travelled Wiscon­ 
sin line. 
Twenty-two ton freight cars 
were strewn down the three- 
block area at grotesque angles, 
indicating the force with winch 
the huge carriers plowed the 
earth after jumping the rails.

LONG STRIPS of track and 
jagged chunks of ties lay twist­ 
ed and crushed under the huge 
goliaths. 
Three-and-a-half 
ton 
wheel 
sections were scattered about 
as if dropped by some careless 
monster. 
The overhanging roof of the 
decrepit village train 
station 
was crushed under a huge car 
that ended up perpendicular to 
the track. 
Village and state police were 
busily directing thousands 
of 
cars that backed up around the 
scene. 
Automobile traffic was 
brought to a standstill by stalled 
trains as far northwest as Pala­ 
tine. 
About 15,000 commuters who 
use the Chicago and North West­ 
ern were late for work. 
The 
railroad was operating its serv­ 
ice on the south track by 6 a.m., 
and was using shuttle trains on 
the centar track shortly there­ 
after.

RAILROAD OFFICIALS at the 
scene estimated that the center 
track would be back in operation 
Wednesday night. 
The north track, on which the 
freight was traveling when it 
entered the village about 3 a.m. 
Wednesday, will be repaired as 
soon as possible, officials said. 
The transportation difficulty 
was caused by the fact that the 
railroad stores most of its equip­ 
ment in Crystal Lake and Bar­ 
rington, north of the scene. 
Spectators jammed the wreck 
area Wednesday morning, gawk­ 
ing at the destruction in 
the 
gray dawn. Later, Mt. Prospect 
school teachers paraded their 
classes down the length of the 
smashed train while the young­ 
sters gleefully clicked miniature 


camera shutters.

George E. Whittenberg said the 
Main and Emerson rail cross­ 
ings would be cleared by eve­ 
ning, and that automobile traffic 
across the tracks would be able 
to resume its normal flow at 
that time. 
Big Caterpillar tractors from 
Milburn Bros, construction com­ 
pany were clearing the inter­ 
sections, hauling and dragging 
the boxcars to the side. 
Fourteen of the 24 cars 
in­ 
volved in the derailment were 
loaded, according to railroad of­ 
ficials. 
Their cargoes were not dam­ 
aged, however, and will be de­ 
livered as soon as possible. The 
other 60 cars in the train were 
cleared from the area and sent 
on their way early in the morn­ 
ing. 
The railroad could give no es­ 
timate of the damage.

"I got out and checked the 
train from the caboose forward 
to see if anyone was injured. It 
was just lucky it didn’t happen 
during the day with a lot of peo­ 
ple around.” 
Wednesday’s wreck was the 
worst on the local line since 
1951 when 20 freight cars jack­ 
knifed in downtown Palatine in 
another early morning pile-up.

The very tragic death of 
I five children in a series of 
traffic accidents in Glenview 
has saddened us all. It high­ 
lights the need for strict traf­ 
fic enforcement. 
It further 
emphasizes the importance of 
intelligent 
restrictions 
o n 
traffic speed. 
The imposition of severe 
speed 
restrictions 
i n 
and 
around schools is absolutely 
imperative. It was with this 
problem in mind that Senator 
John Graham and I intro­ 
duced legislation during the 
last session of the Legislature 
covering the subect. We pro­ 
posed the establishment of a 
20 
m.p.h. 
speed 
limit 
i n 
school zones. We further pro­ 
posed that severe speed limits 
be imposed in business dis­ 
tricts. residence districts and 
suburban districts. 
THE 
DIVISION of High­ 
ways pointed out to us that 
it had adequate authority to 
impose restrictions i n the 
areas we w’ere trying to cover. 
This seemed to be the case, 
except in the case of school 
zones. 
We conferred with a group 
of House members who were 
seeking 
to limit 
speed 
in 
school zones and • had also 
introduced legislation on this 
subejct. 
It seemed to Senator G ra­ 
ham and me that the House 
Bill stood a better chance of 
passage than the one we had 
introduced. 
We 
accordingly 
joined with the House spon­ 
sors and were successful in 
obtaining the passage of this 
legislation. 
This new legislation provid­ 
es a positive maximum speed 
limit in school zone areas of 
20 m.p.h. In order to obtain 
passage of the Bill. w?e were 
compelled to limit its effect 
to such periods during school 
days when school children are 
in attendance. 
WHEN T H E MEASURE 
reached the Senate, we were 
able to extend its provisions 
to cover any area upon any 
public 
thoroughfare on 
or 
across which 
children pass 
going to and from school. 
I note that following 
the 
Glenview accidents. 
County 
and State officials, at the in­ 
sistence 
of local 
officials, 
have lowbred severely 
the 
speed limits in various of the 
areas in and around Glenview. 
To this date, however, I am 


not 
informed 
whether 
the i 
speed zone limits have been I 
applied in the school 
zone 
areas. It may be that the 
new law' affecting school zon< 
areas has not been sufficient 
ly publicized. The utilizatio: 
of its provisions will, in the 
w riter’s opinion, provide 
a 
marked improvement in speed 
safety standards.

Attractive plants are an es­ 
sential part of the grounds a- 
round a home. 
October is the time to plant 
trees and shrubs. 
Good quality 
plants should be purchased from 
a reliable nursery. Large plants 
and evergreens should be balled 
and burlapped. The ball should 
be firm and in proportion to the 
size of the plant. 
Some small 
bushes and trees can have bare 
roots. 
If the plants cannot be set out 
immediately after purchase they 
should be put in the shade and 
watered. 
Holes 
for 
planting 
should be dug at least one and 
one-half times the diameter and 
depth of the ball on the plant. 
If the soil is heavy or drainage 
is poor, sand and organic mat­ 
ter should be mixed with the soil 
removed from the hole. 
Here are steps to follow for 
successful 
planting. 
Replace 
some soil in the hole and set the 
plant so that the top of the ball 
is slightly below ground level. 
Untie any ropes around the stem 
of the plant but do not remove 
the burlap. Replace the rest of 
the soil, tamping to firm it as 
the hole is filled. When the hole 
is filled to the level of the ball, 
use the remaining soil to form 
a ring around the edge of the 
hole. This ring will help to hold 
w'ater during rains or when the 
plant is watered. 
Immediately 
after planting, the plant should 
be well watered, even though the 
soil is wet, to firm the soil a- 
round the ball. The plant should 
be watered carefully 
for 
the 
first year including during the 
winter, on evergreens, if there 
is no snow or rain.

* 
• 
SOME Y O U N G 
deciduous 
trees such as hard maples are 
susceptible to 
sunscald 
which 
cracks the bark of the trunk dur­ 
ing winter. 
These trees should 
be wrapped with a good treated 
paper and securely tied. 
Tall trees should be staked to 
keep them from blowing over 
during high winds. It is usually 
necessary to support large trees 
from all sides. 
Small trees can 
be held with 
two tall 
stakes 
driven into the ground (Mi either 
side of the trunk. Whatever the 
method, be sure to protect the 
trunk of the tree from the sup­ 
port wires.

DOUBLE PEONIES are ster­ 
ile, and cannot be reproduced 
from seeds. The single and Jap ­ 
anese varieties are hybrids, and 
even though they may produce 
seeds, the resultant plants may 
be quite unlike their parents. 
Peonies 
are almost 
always 
propagated by division of th e 
large storage roots called tuber. 
The divisions should be made in 
September so that they can 
make new roots before winter. 
The Tubers should be divided 
into sections containing three to 
five eyes. Plant the sections so 
that the top eye is about tw o 
inches below the surface of the 
soil. Too deep or too shallow 
planting is often the cause of 
failure to bloom. Large clumps 
cannot 
be 
moved. 
When 
it 
is necessary to move a plant it 
must be divided and the small 
pieces planted. 
Peonies will not bloom 
the 
year following division. If a bud 
is formed, it should be picked 
off. The third year after plant­ 
ing, 
satisfactory 
bloom i n g 
should begin. 
Peonies make large plants so 
allow plenty of room for them 
to expand. 
Once established, they do not 
like to be disturbed. Few' dis­ 
eases or insects attack peonies. 
Ants, often prolific on peonies, 
cause 
much 
undue 
concern. 
TTiey do not hurt the plants, but 
remove the sweet material se - 
creted by the buds.

Smoking, whining, chugging, the gigantic machines 
steadily moved eastward, installing Northern Illinois Gas 
company’s pipeline. 
Tunneled under roads and railways and submerged 
in crossing rivers and creeks, the pipeline winds its way, 
up and down the rolling countryside, from near East 
Dubuque to Des Plaines. 
M a n y different opera­ 
tions—one behind the oth­ 
er—were needed in build­ 


ing the 140-mile-long, 22- 
inch diameter p i p e l i n e . 
About 270 men and 60 giant 
machines were on the job.

Loaded and unloaded by the 
cranes, big tractor-traile r s 
shuttled the sections of pipe 
from the stockpiles to the 
right-of-way. There it was 
“strung out,” laid end-to-end 
along the route. 
Next came the trenching 
m a c hines. Their 12-foot-di- 
a rn e t e r scooped-r i mm ed 
wheels cut a furrow a yard 
w i d e and six feet d e e p . 
Creeping slowly but constant­ 
ly eastward, they excavated 
about a half million cubic 
yards of earth. 
The line was shaped to fol­ 
low the snaking trench by a 
pipe-bending machine. T his 
made bends of up to 22 de­ 
grees.

WELDING crews followed. 
Leap-frogging east, they join­ 
ed pipe sections with f o ur- 
layer welds at the rate of 
one e v e r y 
two 
minutes, 
eventually making one con­ 
tinuous pipeline 140 rn i I es 
long. An X-ray machine im­ 
mediately checked the welds. 
The next series of machines 
was the heart of the instal­ 
lation. Called “primers” and 
“dopers,” the m a c h i n e s 
girdled the pipe, riding along 
it. The “primer” scoured off 
dirt and rust and applied a 
thin 
coating 
of 
protective 
paint. The “doper” swished 
an eighth-inch coat of tar on­ 


to the pipe and then wove a 
protective wrapping of fiber- 
g l a s s and tar-impregnated 
asbestos from four revolving 
rolls. 
This is 
“protection,” the 
continuous insulation around 
the pipe to prevent rust and 
corrosion.

cavated earth back into the 
ditch. 
Clean-up operations follow­ 
ed, restoring the property and 
returning it to normal usage. 
But more checks on the line 
were still to come. The pipe’s 
interior was cleaned and test­ 
ed thoroughly before being 
put into use. 
During installation, m a n y 
precautions were taken to 
protect property from dam­ 
age. 
Take roads, for instance. 
Large machines bored tunnels 
underneath, and the pipe was 
inserted without br e a k i ng 
through the road surface. 
When machines crossed t he 
roads, they moved carefully, 
riding on rubber tires so their 
tracks would not cut up the 
asphalt or concrete. 
It is a big pipeline. It is 
$12 million of underground 
tubular expressway, bringing 
50 million cubic feet of natu­ 
ral gas to Northern Illinois 
Gas every day, automatical­ 
ly.

Lab or income of Illinois farm ­ 
ers hasn’t risen so fast as lab or 
income of factory workers in tlie 
same areas of the state. 
John Herb st. University of Il­ 
linois 
agricultural 
economist, 
makes this point in the fall is­ 
sue of Illinois Research, pub lish­ 
ed this week b y the Illinois Ag­ 
ricultural Experiment station. 
In figuring farm lab or income, 
Herb st does not include interest 
returns earned b y investments. 
Nevertheless, he 
points 
out 
that farm output has increased 
as fast as, and sometimes fast­ 
er than man-hour output in in­ 
dustry. And he wonders wheth­ 
er farm ers’ lab or income has in­ 
creased the amount suggested 
b y expanding hourly output. 
* * • 
THE ARTICLE, in tracing the 
ups and downs of farm lab or in­ 
come since 19 44, compares farm ­ 
ers from 12 areas of the state. 
Farmers in cast-central Illinois 
were the only ones who averag­ 
ed a higher lab or income in 19 54 
than the average factory worker 
in that area. 
However, when returns from 
family lab or and invested capi­ 
tal were included in farm in­ 
come, farm earnings were as 
high as factory wages except in 
southern Illinois areas.

See Income Lag 
For Farm Labor 


Labor income of Illinois farm ­ 
ers hasn’t risen so fast as labor 
income of factory workers in tile 
same areas of the state. 
John Herbst, University of Il­ 
linois 
agricultural 
economist, 
makes this point in the fall is­ 
sue of Illinois Research, publish­ 
ed this week by the Illinois Ag­ 
ricultural Experiment station. 
In figuring farm labor income. 
Herbst does not include interest 
returns earned by investments. 
Nevertheless, he 
points 
out 
that farm output has increased 
as fast as, and sometimes fast­ 
er than man-hour output in in­ 
dustry. And he wonders wheth­ 
er farm ers’ labor income has in­ 
creased the amount suggested 
by expanding hourly output. 
*

* 
THE ARTICLE, in tracing the 
ups and downs of farm labor in­ 
come since 1944. compares farm ­ 
ers from 12 areas of the state. 
Farm ers in east-central Illinois 
were the only ones who averag­ 
ed a higher labor income in 1954 
tiian the average factory worker 
in that area. 
However, when returns from 
family labor and invested capi­ 
tal were included in farm in­ 
come, farm earnings were as 
high as factory wages except in 
southern Illinois areas. 
Herbst thinks that in time the 
labor income of the two groups 
will 
come 
closer 
together 
through continuing off-farm mi­ 
gration, more land and capital 
per farm er and more off-farm 
work.

'They say that no 
hou rsehold shou ld be withou t one — for instance, 
say the power w’as cu t off for some reason, or 
y ou r stov e ju st happened to break down, y ou 
cou ld simply cook on y ou r bu ddy -bu rner (it 
might take a while to cook mu ch for a sizable 
family since the cooking area is the size of the 
bottom of a tw'o-pou nd coffee can), or, if y ou r 
fu rnace shou ld break down y ou all cou ld hu ddle 
arou nd y ou r bu ddy -bu rner and keep warm tem­ 
porarily (again this wou ld hav e to be a pretty 
tight hu ddle as the warming area is not v ery 
large.) Actu ally a bu ddy -bu rner is best u sed when 
two little Girl Scou ts want to warm u p a cou ple 
of hot dogs and perhaps a small container of 
beans, wbile on a cook-ou t in a place where there 
are inadeq u ate cooking facilities or the weather is 
su ch that cooking ov er a large fire wou ld be 
dangerou s. 
Now that Megan and the girls In her 
troop hav e “flown-u p” from the Brownies to 
Intermediate Girl Scou ts, they will hav e cer­ 
tain req u irements to meet in the fields of 
homemaking, arts and crafts, ou tdoor liv ing 
etc. The making of a bu ddy -bu rner fu lfills a 
req u irement in the ou tdoor liv ing field, so 
the troop decided, a cou ple of weeks ago, to 
make the bu rners and hav e a cook-ou t while 
the weather was still nice. 


At one meeting, they selected their bu ddies 
(alway s q u ite a produ ction for ten-y ear-old girls) 
and decided on which one was to prov ide the 
2-pou nd coffee can and w’hich one the small tu na 
fish can and at the following meeting, they made 
the bu rners. My co-leader and I melted the old 
candles w’e had brou ght with u s and with tirt 
shears, cu t a large opening at the top of the 
coffee cans and with a can opener, smaller open­ 
ings at the bottom, so that when the cans were 
inv erted ov er the tu na can bu rner a draft wou ld 
be created to keep the bu rners bu rning. The tu na 
can bu rners were made by rolling strips of cor­ 
ru gated paper arou nd a thick twine wick, and 
tightly filling the can. The melted wax was then 
pou red ov er the paper-filled container. When the 
bu rner w*as lighted the flame from the wick 
spread ov er the area of the can produ cing a flame 
large enou gh to heat well the cooking part of the 
coffee can. (This isn’t v ery clear is it? It was 
mu ch easier to make the bu rners than it is to 
ex plain it to y ou — and really took less time! 
Well, dear, if y ou actu ally want to make a bu d­ 
dy -bu rner, write to me and I’ll giv e y ou more 
detailed instru ctions or better y et, I’ll simply 
make one and send it to y ou O.K?).

His 
main pu rpose in proposing the ex change of v isits was to reopen 
the clogged and frozen channels of diplomatic commu nication 
between the Western alliance and the Sov iet Union. This he has 
done, and this is the meaning and the significance of the con­ 
v ersations at Camp Dav id. 
. 
There are to be ex changes throu gh normal diplomatic chan­ 
nels. When ou r allies hav e been consu lted 
abou t the place, the time, and the agenda, 
there will be a foreign ministers’ meeting and 
a su mmit meeting. There are to be continu ing 
mu ltilateral negotiations abou t nu clear test­ 
ing and abou t disarmament. There are to be 
bilateral negotiations abou t 
c u l t u r a l ex ­ 
changes and also abou t a settlement of the 
lend-lease debts. And bey ond all these, there 
is to be in the spring a v isit by the President 
and his family to the Sov iet Union. 
This mu ch is on the record. How far there 
was a meeting of minds off the record on the 
specific issu es, we do not now k now. Bu t Mr. K in his press 
conference on Su nday implied that there had been more u nder- 
, landings than the official common,qu e rev eals. This a in 
a way confirmed by the fact that the Pres,dent has agreed to an 
elaborate and ex tended series of negotiates, something he 
wou ld not hav e 
done had the talk s at Camp Dav id become 
irreconcilably deadlock ed. 


THE RESULT OF rou nd one is a pleasant su rprise. I can 
•ee now that I had failed to realize how mighty are the compu l­ 
sions which are work ing on both the President and on Mr. K. 
They are compu lsions to find way s by which, as the commu ­ 
niqu e said, “all ou tstanding international qu estions can be 
settled not by the application of force bu t by peacefih means 
throu gh negotiations.” For neither of the heads of gov ernments 
is there “any alternativ e to peace." 
The sou rqe of these compu lsions is the armaments race. 
As between the U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A. there ex ists a balance 
of power in the sense that any war, howev er “limited it might 
be when it began, wou ld threaten to become a total war. Each 
is able to inflict intolerable and u nacceptable losses u pon the 
other and neither cou ld “win’’ a war which cau sed su ch irrep­ 
arable dev astation. There is at present no prospect whatev er 
of the k ind of scientific break throu gh which wou ld giv e one 
or the other of the gov ernments a safe and reliable su premacy . 
This ex erts a mighty compu lsion u pon them to respect the 
statu s qu o, whether it be that of the Western presence in West 
Berlin or that of the Sov iet presence in Eastern Eu rope. The 
agreement to open u p a series of negotiations rests u pon the 
applied assu mption that while diplomacy cannot change impor­ 
tantly the statu s qu o, it can mak e it more acceptable and more 
v iable. 


IN BOTH GOVERNMENTS the compu lsion to attempt to 
do this springs from two great considerations. The first con­ 
sideration, which is widely recognized, is that 
the cost of armaments, $40 billion here and 
$25 billion in the Sov iet Union, is 
a v ery 
heav y mortgage on social and economic 
dev elopment. One of the most interesting dis­ 
closu res made by Mr. K was his personal 
impatience with the bu rdens of his own mili­ 
tary establishment. 
Mr. Eisenhower is v ery consciou s indeed 
of what it means to spend $40 billion a y ear. 
And u ndou btedly he is aware of the fact that 
after tax redu ctions, the pressu re on the 
bu dget from the Pentagon and from the needs 
of ou r people constitu te a permanent threat of inflation. More­ 
ov er the pressu re on the dollar also comes from ou r enormou s 
military ex penditu res abroad. One Eu ropean au thority estimates 
them at $10 billion annu ally , abou t half ou r gold reserv e. 


THE SECOND CONSIDERATION which ex erts great 
compu lsion is that if the situ ation does not get better, it will get 
mu ch worse. If the race of armaments cannot be brou ght at 
least to a standstill, if not to some redu ction of armaments, 
it will mean that the international climate is 
v ery dangerou s. 
This will mean that both gov ernments mu st spend increasingly 
larger amou nts of money . 
If we cannot reach a tru ce in the cold war, the race mu st 
become faster and the bu rden heav ier. For the Ru ssians this 
wiU mean a slowdown in their dev elopment. For u s it will 
mean a new big tax bite. With these compu lsions work ing u pon 
them, the President and Mr. K hav e stak ed so mu ch on these 
ex changes that they cannot afford to let them fail.

With these compulsions working upon 
them, the President and Mr. K have staked so much on these 
exchanges that they cannot afford to let them fad.

Language Barriers 


Must Be Shattered 


Last week officials of Chicago’s 
elementary public school system an­ 
nounced that they expected to have Chi­ 
nese language classes introduced in two 
of their schools by February. 


Schools in Washington, D. C. this 
year are teaching French and Spanish 
to third graders. Elementary schools 
in Hawaii are teaching Chinese, Kor­ 
ean, Japanese, Hindi, and Tagalog. 
The two Chicago schools began ex­ 
perimental Russian classes two weeks 
ago. 


There is a definite trend, spurred 
by many of our leading educators, to­ 
ward a broadening of school curricu­ 
lums to include language at lower 
grade levels. 


And there has been a definite in­ 
terest, spurred by Russian advances, 
shown by our children and teachers in 
the languages and cultures of the Asi­ 
atic nations. 


The awareness of the need for in­ 
ternational 
communications 
in 
our 
quickly-narrowing world is becoming 
acute. 


The fact that Chicago’s grade 
schools have recognized this need is 
commendable. 


It would be well for our northwest 
suburban schools to follow this exam­ 
ple. r 
In Arlington Heights a committee 
is studying the possibility of teaching 
foreign languages in the elementary 
schools. 


Palatine presently has one French 
teacher instructing 21 classes starting 
with third graders. The children get 
the language twice a week for periods 
ranging from a quarter to three-quar­ 
ters of an hour depending on their ages. 


Mt. Prospect has no formal pro­ 
gram of language education for its 
youngsters. The schools, however, do 
have French, Spanish, and German 
clubs with teacher volunteers in charge. 
But none of the teachers is qualified to 
instruct in the language. 


The only truly bright light in our 
area is the Roselle school system where 
every child enrolled gets five years of 
either conversational French or Span­ 
ish in the third through eighth grades. 
The Parkside school, rigged for closed 
television, may prove to be one of the 
most progressive schools in the coun­ 
try. 


School boards in the Itasca and 
Medinah area are learning from the 
Roselle setup. Their northern neighbors 
should take advantage of the experi­ 


ment also. 


The expenditures involved in set­ 
ting up a language schedule in o u r 
grade schools would be worthwhile. Ed­ 
ucators, diplomats, and visitors from 
abroad have repeatedly pointed to the 
language barrier as the greatest deter­ 
rent to amicable relations between the 
nations of the world. 


Only through a thorough under­ 
standing of the language and culture of 
the nations with whom we must live 
on this small globe can we hope to 
maintain a balance that will permit 
peace. The grade school is the best 
place in which to begin this training. 


Our economic and social cultures 
have belittled education to the point 
that it took a shock from the hammer 
and sickle countries to wake us. 


Now that the horse has escaped 
the barn, they are trying desperately to 
dose the door. 


Perhaps the sharpest criticism can 
be leveled at our leaders for their lack 
of foresight. 


In the past it was traditional for 
the child, who had the ability, to take 
two years of French, Spanish, or Ger­ 
man in high school, and possibly more 
of the same in college if he so desired. 
Recently the tide has begun to turn 
toward Asia. Over 400 high schools a- 
cross the country are offering Russian. 
Colleges and universities have felt a 
heavy demand for Asiatic language 
courses. 
Here again the Chicago schools are 
to be commended. 
Today every indication points to 
more and more dealings with the na­ 
tions of Asia. The power structure of 
the world h a s shifted from a tired, 
beaten Europe to a young, aggressive 
Asia. 
In the future we also undoubtedly 
will see the debut of the black conti­ 
nent in the drama of our existence. 
In the past we have lacked fore­ 
sight. We have read the book of life 
from the end to the beginning, hoping 
to learn the rules from what has gone 
before. 
Now we must realize that this 
is the beginning of a new life for man. 
We have new rules. We no longer can 
afford to look behind. We must look 
ahead and be ready. 
There is no room for conservatism 
or complacency in our schools today. 
Chicago has taken the lead in in­ 
troducing Russian and Chinese lang­ 
uage courses in its classrooms. 
We hope our suburban schools will 
follow this example. 


Chicago Censor Board’s 


Ladies Get ‘Censored’ 


Last Thursday two women were 
dropped from the Chicago police cen­ 
sor board by Police Commissioner Tim­ 
othy J. O’Conner after a well-publicized 
spat during the showing of a movie on 
which they were asked to pass judg­ 
ment 


The women, Mrs. Honey Fischman 
and Mrs. Josephine O’Hallaren, both 
widows of former Chicago aldermen, 
quarreled violently (a shoe flew across 
the room at one time) October 7 while 
viewing the movie “Three Strange 
Loves.” 


In dismissing the ladies the commis­ 
sioner’s office said that the two simply 
could not get along. 
In our minds the dismissals serve 
only to add to the nonsensical farce that 
has been made of the attempts to cen­ 
sor movies, books, and magazines in 
recent years. 
Chicago has a censor board made up 
of six w'omen and headed by a lone 
police sergeant. The women all are 
political appointees, picked by the may­ 
or and police commissioner. The job 
pays $4,380 a year. 
These women are responsible for 
every movie that hits the screens of the 


city. They completely control the view­ 
ing of almost four million people. 
They are defended in their decisions 
by the mayor and city council. 
Yet we find in the reason for their 
dismissal the very argument behind 
the strong opposition to any form of 
censorship. 
They could not get along. They 
could not agree with one another. 
This on a board of six women and 
one policeman. How much greater must 
the disagreement be among those four 
million people. 
The Chicago example lends further 
support to the stand we have taken on 
censorship in our suburban area. 
We never have and never will feel 
that anyone, especially a political ap­ 
pointee, has the right or the intelli­ 
gence to select entertainment or dis­ 
criminate sources of knowledge for any­ 
one else. 
We maintain that it is up to each 
adult to select what he thinks suitable 
for himself and his children. 
It is indeed a shame that the ladies 
had to lose their soft jobs, but perhaps 
their case will open the eyes of the 
city fathers on this all-important ques­ 
tion.

Press Plays

At 9 p.m. Saturday I bought the Sunday papers 
in my own town for the first time. 
We live in one of the new towns which have 
sprung up on the prairies too fast for stores or news­ 
papers to anticipate them. Not until last week did we 
represent a sufficiently large market to warrant a 
shopping center, with its 
own drug store, with its 
own newspapers, for my 
own money. 
The pur­ 
chase of the next day’s 
newspapers the night be­ 
fore, I suppose, seems to 
have little importance. To 
me it has great symbolic 
value. It means that I live 
in a civilized town. 
Oh, not that it was n o t 
really civilized before: 
I 
w’ouldn’t choose any other 
place I’d rather live. The 
people are fine, and t h e y 
didn’t change just because 
the newspapers came. Still, 
things are different. With­ 
out newspapers and mar­ 
kets, community does not 
really exist. There must be 
place for accidental gath­ 
ering in a spirit of business 
and hurry. There must be 
place for criss-crossing of 
ideas 
and 
temperaments. 
In it all, we have the birth 
of city-ness. The wives are 
happy that they don’t have 
to go five miles for a loaf 
of bread: I’m happv that 
civilization has really ar­ 
rived.

ALBERT Schweitzer de­ 
fines civilization as a state 
of affairs in which intelli­ 
gent conversation h o l d s 
sway; T. S. Eliot demands 
a settled st* e of cult;1 a1 
affairs; 
nothing 
changes 
matters so fast as the abil­ 
ity to walk down the street 
for a newspaper. To me 
this represents one of the 
more tantalizing aspects in 
the quest for community. 
I have lived on the farm, 
and in towns of 700, 3000, 
80.000, 150.000, 800,000. 900, 
OOO, 1,000,000 and 4,000,000 
people: in er~h of t h e m 
community 
existed. 
S e l ­ 
dom does one have the op­ 
portunity to see it form. To 
place rows of houses next 
to rows of houses does not 
quarantee c o m m u n i t y . 
There must be reasons for 
encounter and exchange. 
Community 
begins 
t o 
grow’ w’hen the generations 
provide for education of the 
ideas, 
and p e o p l e are 
young. Ideas cross - ferti­ 
lize 
a n d 
produce 
other 
drawn together. The clubs 
and service agencies have 


their part. The churc h e s 
(naturally, -I would

NOT LONG ago we drove 
down

ple were there, joshing and

apparel. 
Suddenly 
I 
was 
envious. For where there is 
city we see the opportunity 
to chase barbarianism; we 
see 
human 
artifact 
and 
creativity; we see a place 
for the family of man. We 
may vacate to the hills and 
flee to the suburbs but we 
live off the city and i t s 
products. 
But the same city that 
can dispel the barbarian 
can also produce the lone­ 
ly and the displaced 
and 
the exploited. For them the 
newspaper can exist as a 
champion and as a tor - 
mentor of the exploiter. It 
can and it sometimes does. 
We may not always be well 
off with all newsp a p e r s , 
but we are better off than 
we would be without them. 
Having lived in towns with 
newspapers edited by Pu - 
litzers and Meyers, I can’t 
quite get myself to say that 
Chicago’s achieve the civ­ 
ilizing function as well — 
but they are good enough 
for me. 
In a society in which the 
demagogue 
stands

constant threat; in a d e ­ 
mocracy where a H u e y 
Long or a Joseph McCar­ 
thy or a Governor Faubus 
can 
upset 
delicate 
bal - 
ances, the newspaper c a n 
be the civilizer. That’s why 
I don’t always like to wait 
until the morning after to 
read all about it. That’s 
why I say, civilization ar­ 
rived with the late - night 
availability 
of 
the 
new 
day’s seven - cent p r e s s . 
And community is enriched 
by a marketplace.

Milking at regular 12-hour 
intervals is best for high- 
producing cows on a twice- 
a-day milking schedule. How­ 
ever, dairymen can usually 
milk average and low pro­ 
ducing herds on a IO- to 14- 
i hour schedule with little ef- 
! feet on total milk production, 
according to Carl F. Mees, 
; County Farm adviser. 
The time interval between 
milkings has no effect on 
total dailv butterfat percent­ 
age of milk from either high 
or low producing cows. But 
1 milking at unequal intervals 
will usually lower total daily 
milk production, especially in 
herds with high producing 
cows. 
However, Mees explained, 
milking average and low pro­ 
schedule 
usually 
will 
not 
ducei's on a IO to 14 hour 
lower production enough to 
offset the convenience of a 
10-hour working day during 
the busy farming season. 
Reducing the interval be­ 
tween milkings by milking 
three or four times daily 
usually increases total pro­ 
duction.

Mitchell continued: 
“ If the governor is afraid 
of this study, let him get it 
started now with the under­ 
standing that the results will 
not be released until after 
the 1960 election.”

He added that “ we should

Mitchell called the admin­ 
istration a “ furtive govern­ 
ment.” “ It is silent, secret 
and slug*”'ch.” he said. 
“ It refuses to deal with 
the people, to take them into 
its confidence. It hides and 
lurks in the shadows. It dis­ 
courages any who may wish 
to delve into its workings.”

cern with

state which are seeking in­ 
dustry to create jobs for their 
people. 
“ A m o n g the solut i o ns 
worthy of consideration,” he 
said, was the establishment

“ For this I suggest t h e 
name of Industrial Develop­ 
ment and Expansion Author­ 
ity.”

DISCUSSING rn u n i c i p a1 
and state relations, Mitchell 
said that the two “ don’t hit 
it off very well.”

handles tax money and other 
state-local relationships.”

Among other sources of ir­ 
ritation, said Mitchell, is the

Mitchell also proposed the 
adoption of the Secret Pri­ 
mary Ballot. 
In addition, Mitchell com­ 
piled a “ partial list of the 
state’s most pressing prob­ 


lems.” He said that during 
c o m i n g months he would 
discuss each in detail and of­ 
fer recommendations.
